BOARD OF SELECTMEN — TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 
ANNUAL REPORT 


We are pleased to submit our annual report to the citizens of New Durham. 
This past year continued to be as busy and demanding as the last. The primary 
goal of the Board is: a continued effort to provide needed town services efficiently 
and effectively. We want to thank all the various Department Heads for their sup- 
port and work in achieving this goal, we couldn’t have been successful without 
a true team approach to management. 


During 1989 we took the opportunity to apply for participation - at no cost to 
the Town - in three programs offered by the State. We were successful in the ap- 
plication and completion of the following studies and grant: 


- A $1,640.00 grant to hire an engineer to conduct a Town Hall energy audit; 
- A study to examine “Energy Efficiency in Fleet Operation and Maintenance’; 
- An engineering examination of “Street Lighting Efficiency”. 


We have and will continue to scrutinize these reports in an effort to implement 
those recommendations which will benefit the town in either cost savings or ser- 
vice improvement areas. For example, we have ordered the change over from in- 
candescent street lights to high pressure sodium lights. This is aimed not only 
at increasing efficiency through lower energy consumption and greater life expec- 
tancy per unit, but also it is a safety improvement measure for pedestrian and 
vehicular traffic. 


Solid Waste Disposal continued to involve us in much study and debate. We 
are concerned with the increasing demands and associated costs in handling and 
managing waste. This year marked the completion of a new Transfer Station and 
it began operation this January. Recycling now becomes an even more important 
element in this Town’s progressive and aggressive approach to attacking solid waste 
demands. We estimate that participation in our recycling program (aluminum cans, 
glass, and newspaper) has been running around 25-30%, we congratulate and com- 
mend those who have responded. Unfortunately, FULL RECYCLING PARTICIPA- 
TION is necessary for us to control our disposal costs especially in regards to 
transfer (station) tipping fees. | 


In conjunction with our new facility, we will have and will be making new rule 
and regulation changes, these are necessary measures to insure operations are run 
properly at the Solid Waste Facility. We need the assistance of every resident 
if we are to succeed in this difficult area. Also, we urge you to take any measures 
available towards source reduction — such as leaving old batteries and tires at 


the garage or store when changed, and, whenever possible, have dealers haul away 
replaced white goods such as refrigerators. Meanwhile, we will continue to work 
in unison with other member towns of the Strafford Solid Waste Management 
District (Farmington, Middleton, Milton, & Strafford) in seeking ways to better 
meet solid waste demands singularly or as a group. Finally, a request to: 


Please care, and make that special effort needed to: 
“STEP. UP TO RECYCLE” 
by placing your recyclables into the community container. 


We extend our thanks to all town employees, volunteers in service to the Town, 
and New Durham residents who continue to make this Town a special community 
for us all. We are certainly grateful to each and every one of you. Finally, we 
extend an open invitation to those of you not yet involved — to do so, by volunteering 
for appointment to one of the various Town Boards. Please, consider this an op- 
portunity to learn more about your community and your Town Government; con- 
sider this a chance to have a voice in important decision making; and, consider 
this your time to make a difference. We cannot spell S ccess without

HEALTH AND WELFARE DEPARTMENTS 


New Durham’s population continues to grow, increasing by another 5% in 1989, 
making the latest tally 2,000! The Police Department has responded accordingly 
to the growth increase as well as the demands of the public in general, which 
is reflected in the following statistics.

Currently, our Department consist of a full time Chief, Sergeant, Patrolman, 
part time Secretary and 9 part time Patromen. If our request is approved, the ad- 
ditional full time patrolman would replace most of the part time patrolmen, at 
no actual additional cost to the Police Department (contrary to a recent news arti- 
cle which states an additional officer would account for much of the $11,000 in- 
crease in personnel). Due to the increase in the needs for services, (calls for ser- 
vice up 39% in 1989) and the increase in mandatory requirements for clerical 
and patrol duties, it became necessary to request more hours for the upcoming year. 

Earlier this year, we lost the services of one of our veteran officers, Lewis But- 
trick, Mr. Butttick retired, and moved to Florida. We are grateful for the dedicated 
services which he bestowed on our Town and shall miss him. 

During 1989, we utilized written performance evaluations for the purpose of 
identifying areas in which an individual has performed with a need of im- 
provements, within the average scope of expectation, or has displayed commen- 
dable performance. These evaluations were also used to determine merit increases. 

Concurrent with the State cost of living increases, we were granted a5% wage 


increase in December, retroactive to July 1, 1989, with an anticipated additional 
increase of 5% due October 5, 1990, not retroactive. These two increases appear 
to reflect an overall increase of 5% each year but due to the dates of issue, are 
actually a 2.5% raise in 1989 and 1.25% raise in 1990. 

Two new items acquired in 1989 are the 9MM berettas purchased for our three 
full time officers (courtesy of the Police Relief Association) and phase one of a 
police computer terminal system, which links our Department directly to Straf- 
ford Dispatch. This Phase of the system was provided by the Strafford County 
Sheriffs Department Dispatch Center for the New Durham Police Department. 
Phase two of the system was to be purchased by the individual towns and would 
streamline our current filing system by creating a data base at the Dispatch Center, 
thus, allowing us to transfer and store files and classified information through the 
system. However, due to budget restraints, we were unable to purchase phase two 
this year. We hope to have approved funding next year for this phase, as it will 
enable us to utilize the system to its full potential. 

During 1989, our Department was pleased to have sponsored two training classes 
open to all area police officers; ““Handcuffing Techniques, Laws of Arrest & 
Transporting Prisoners” and “‘Crime Scene-Protection & Preservation” were the 
subjects of these courses. Top quality instruction and an impressive attendance 
roster contributed to the success of these classes. It is our desire to continue to 
offer training and refresher classes throughout the new year. 

As Welfare Officer for the Town, I, along with secretary Mel Beaulieu, have 
processed many applications for emergency services and assistance to several needy 
and/or hardshipped families in New Durham. Financial aid was approved for fuel, 
utilities, food, rent and medical needs. This priority service required an addi- 
tional 100 hours, over police hours, to perform in 1989. The implementation of 
this service consumes valuable Police time, supplies and secretarial services. 

As Health Officer, I have inspected over 100 septic systems and designs, prepared 
100 water quality samples for testing at the University and performed the on-going 
task of detecting and preventing any health hazards within the Town. These duties 
required 200 hours to perform during Police Dept. time and also use Police Depart- 
ment supplies, gas, file space and secretarial services. These services have been 
provided by the Police Department for the past 35 years, with manhours being 
the only area in which there is monitary recovery The actual performance of this 
service by the Police Chief has consumed vital time from the area of Police work. 
Therefore, I have resigned from the position of Health Officer. Through my recom- 
mendation and the approval of the Board, the position of Health Officer has been 
quite aptly filled by George Smith, our current Building Inspector. 

I extend my most sincere gratitude to the New Durham Police Relief Associa- 
tion for their constant support and assistance. In December, the Association assisted 
the New Durham American Legion in funding a Senior Citizens Dinner. Mel 
Beaulieu, Betty Morrison and I joined Legion members and any volunteers for 
this first time event. Judging from the overwhelming response of the residents, 


the function was a delightful success! As in prior years, the Association also funded 
special projects for the needy. Through the generous time and efforts of Associa- 
tion members, Dot Martin and the Grigg Family, we were able to supply food 
baskets, fruit baskets and Christmas gifts to many New Durham Families during 
the 1989 holiday season. 

I join Association members in expressing their most sincere gratitude to the 
many donors to the Association Fund, which enables us to continue in the spirit 
of giving and provides the Police Department with an additional avenue of need- 
ed support. 

Our entire staff extends their appreciation for the continued assistance and sup- 
port of all area Departments, State Police, Strafford County Sheriff's Department 
Dispatch Center and the citizens of New Durham.

REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


In 1989 the Planning Board continued to work closely with the Strafford Regional 
Planning Commission (SRPC), who primarily served as our consultant on sub- 
division application reviews and on other tasks as well as projects. Overall, twen- 
ty (20) subdivision applications were accepted, seventeen (17) were approved - 
this resulted in the creation of 38 new lots. Also six (6) special exceptions (for 
non-residential use) received the Board’s endorsement. 

SRPC also helped in the research and formulation of new revisions to the Town’s 
subdivision regulations, and with new applications. The New Durham Zoning & 
Land Use Ordinance received an extensive review by the Board during the course 
of the year, and proposed changes to the zoning regulations were discussed at several 
public hearings up into January, 1990. Several proposed changes were eventually 
agreed upon and these will appear on the ballot for voter action on March 13, 1990. 

The Board has worked in conjunction with the various Town department heads, 
commissions, and boards in completing our first Capital Improvements Program 
(CIP: 1990-1999); SRPC assisted in its preparation. The CIP was adopted by the 
Planning Board on December 5, 1989. The sole purpose of the document is to 
assist the selectmen and budget committee in their consideration of the annual 
budget.

In the coming year the Board will make available to the public the results of 
the Master Plan opinion poll survey. We received 170 responses, which means 
there was about a 26% return. This significant response leads us to believe that 
residents here want to be involved in the plans for future growth in New Durham. 
This survey is one of the initial steps necessary for completing the process of up- 
dating our Town’s Master Plan, an endeavor which is sure to keep us busy in the 
year ahead.

NEW DURHAM PUBLIC LIBRARY 
REPORT OF THE LIBRARY TRUSTEES 


After only two years in operation the new Library Resource Center has become 
a well equipped and useful facility.

The New Durham Library 
Acquisition Fund for Research Resources has been established as a vehicle for 
donations to the Library. It began with a generous donation by a community 
member who wished to make a memorial contribution. The Trustees decided to 
use the gift to set up an ongoing fund to acquire mainly reference materials. Several 
donations have already been made to the fund. As a result, the library has been 
able to acquire many current reference sources. The reference collection in a library, 
after all, is its most valuable asset. While many people can afford to buy their 
own recreational reading materials, few can afford to spend the large sums it takes 
to buy reference books. Even a single home set of encyclopedias is beyond most 
people’s means today. It is the public library’s mission to provide a reference col- 
lection for the citizens of the Town. This is a costly undertaking, since many im- 
portant sources are quickly dated and must frequently be replaced with new addi- 
tions. We hope that the Acquisition Fund will grow so that this expensive service 
can continue to be maintained through private donations. 

The Friends of New Durham Library, is also a valuable source of support. This 
organization provides monthly programs of interest to the community. The Friends 
have often provided volunteer help and have made many generous contributions 
over the years, especially of furniture and equipment. The Friends meet the fourth 
Tuesday of every month at 7:30 p.m. Everyone is welcome to join as regular 
members or just attend any of the programs.

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1989 RECREATION PROGRAM ANNUAL REPORT 


To the Board of Selectmen and the citizens of New Durham, I respectfully sub- 
mit my annual report. 

During the 1989 year the New Durham Recreation Department has continued 
to offer a wide variety of activities for all members of the community. Each year 
we continue to be encouraged by the growing numbers of participants in these 
programs. 

On behalf of the Recreation Commission, I want to express our sincere thanks 
to all those people and businesses who gave so generously to support and expand 
our recreation programs. Special thanks go to. the Booster Club, as well as the 
athletic coaches and volunteers. The dedication, commitment, and hard work were 
essential to the programs. Also special thanks to the parents who provided transpor- 
tation to the events, as well as assistance in the programs, without them the recrea- - 
tion programs could not be a success. 

Volunteers are such a large part of our recreation programs. With our limited 
budget, volunteers, donations, and sponsors, help us to offer many programs which 
otherwise would not be possible. This past year, these donations of time, money, 
and supplies, totaled in excess of $8,600. Our thanks to all who contributed. 

This past year has seen the start of construction of a new baseball-softball field. 
With 3 little league baseball teams, 2 little league softball teams, and adult soft- 
ball, a new field was greatly needed. The new field, (which is being constructed 
behind the old one), is about half completed at this point. Up to this point it has 
been done all on volunteers and donations. Special thanks go to project chairman 
Rod Doherty, and to Mark Fuller. Without their commitment to the project, it 
may not have been possible. 

In addition to the regularly scheduled events, field trips, and athletic events, 
here is a sample of accomplishments of the Recreation Department: 

- Involvement in the Hershey State Track and Field Meet

- Continuation of the Red Cross Swimming Program 

- Continuation of a summer recreation program, including such activities as 
swimming lessons, soccer, arts and crafts, golf, archery, fishing, movies, and

- Elementary Girls and Boys Basketball Teams, as well as J.H. Girls Basketball 

- Increased participation in Little League Baseball, yearly. (1989 B.A.N.D. 
League Champions)

cooperation with the Farmington Fish and Game Club, and the New Durham Fire 
Department 

- The further development of the youth soccer program

- Special events such as a Monopoly Tournament, Easter Egg Hunt, Magic Show, 
a pre-school through grade 3 Halloween party in cooperation with the New Durham 
Fire Department, as well as aiding the Boosters in offering a Haunted House, 
and a costume parade for the children at the Elementary School 

- The start of the New Durham Challenge Cup competitions 

- Adult programs such as volleyball, softball, basketball, jogging and golf 

- Completion of the recreation storage building at the town ballfields 

Along with existing operational and program responsibilities of the Director 
and the Commission, our goals for the recreational program for the 1990 year 
include: 

- To complete the new ballfield, and up grade the old one to meet the increased 
usage | | 

- To focus on efforts of developing a sense of pride in both our youth and adults 
in the community 

- To continue the search for waterfront property to enable the recreation depart- 
ment to conitnue to offer our summer swimming program 

- To grow with the community in offering recreational activities, and programs 
which have not been offered in the past. 

As the community continues to grow, it is our hope we can increase the number 
of volunteers for coaching, umpiring, and general assistance. With a small recrea- 
tion department, the only way we can offer more programs for more people, is 
if we continue to get volunteers to help. If the volunteerism continues to grow 
with the population, the recreational possibilities are endless. 

The citizens of New Durham have a great deal to be proud of in their recreation 
program, it is one of the best in the State for a town this size.

SAVE THE TOWN HOUSE REPORT 1990 


Townspeople will be asked to appropriate $2,000 at this year’s town meeting, 
to assist the Beautification and Restoration Association and volunteers to continue 
with the renovation of the old ““Town House’’. 

The ““Town House”’ had been constructed by our early settlers to serve as their 
combined church and town hall in 1770. In 1987 there was a move to tear down 
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the building because of its 
dilapitated condition. The 
American Legion, Post 113, peti- 
tioned the Selectmen to lease the 
land to them for a location for 
their Legion Hall. 

The building had been in 
private hands since 1912 when it 
was sold by the Town because a 
new town hall had been con- 
structed in 1908 and a church had 
been erected on the ridge in 1818, 
resulting in the Town no longer 
having a need for it. 

The town house was used as storage for farm implements by the Berry family, 
and was deeded back to the Town in 1979 by Mrs. Lua Berry Pike, as a contribu- 
tion of six acres of wooded historic property. 

On this property there is a rock enclosure known as the Town Pound, built in 
1808 to hold stray cattle, it is situated to the left of the town house, and what is 
believed to be the oldest town cemetery is at the rear of the building. 

During 1980, the ‘““Town House,” along with the 1908 Town Hall and the First 
Free Will Baptist Church was placed on the National Register of Historic Buildings 
through the efforts of the town historian and at that time, Church Trustee Hazel 
Simms. 

A group of citizens who felt the old building was part of the Town’s heritage, 
and probably the oldest architectural remnant left of the settlers mark upon the 
Town, approached town meeting and asked townspeople to vote not to raze the 
building but to give the New Durham Beautification and Restoration Association 
the authority to see what could be done to repair it. 

Voters agreed to this and donations and offers of assistance came in on the spot 
and builder and restoration specialist John Rollins, who had looked over the building 
and encouraged the group to try to stop the destruction of it, offered his time, 
expertise and equipment. 

Although slowly, the renovations proceeded. The first summer the clapboards 
were removed at the bottom to reveal rotted sills and floor boards. A handful of 
volunteers ripped up the floorboards, cut out old, rotted timbers and Rollins used 
his loader to remove two feet or so of dirt. The others shovelled dirt out of the 
partitioned areas with the intent to keep the new timbers off the ground and free 
from rot. Cement footings were poured and the old structure was readied for new 
sills. 

The next fall Rollins used his equipment to jack up the building and with some 
of the donated funds, and generosity of the DiPrizio Company, new sills were 
put in place. All this has been accomplished without Town funds, using the 
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Beautification and Restoration Association privately raised monies, for the very 
reasonable sum of $759.83. 

Misfortune struck the project when Rollins became ill and was not able to carry 
on, but in the fall Ernie Vachon, one of the volunteers who had worked on the 
job, offered to continue the process. Vachon is well qualified as he constructs and 
restores post and beam buildings and could layout the work and instruct and help 
the other volunteers in how to proceed. 

The volunteers put in new studs around the lower part of the building and boarded 
it in, and covered the holes in the roof. After careful checking of the timbers in 
the roof it was found that little more could be done until some heavy rafters were 
replaced. This will require a professional crew and possibly a crane to lift the 
timbers in place. The Association has an estimate of a cost of $3,300. 

Once this is done, the roof can be repaired and shingled. The shingles have 
been donated and we will be hoping to find someone who will be willing to shingle 
the roof at a very reasonable price. 

If townspeople will appropriate $2,000 the Association will use what donations 
and earned monies they have left to cover the balance of this cost. Further dona- 
tions and volunteer help will be welcome to assist in the continued effort to “Save 
the Town House’”’.

OLD GRAVEYARDS REPORT FOR 1989 


The New Durham Beautification and Restoration Association has underwritten 
the balance of funding for restoration of old graveyards in the past. Because the 
Association has undertaken the work of renovating the Old Meeting House, the 
funds for graveyards will be very limited. 

Of the 120 graveyards located in New Durham, twenty-eight have been restored 
at very little cost to the Town due to the combined efforts of the Association, Town 
Historian and private donors. 

Members are concerned that the graveyards restored will require maintenance 
such as brush removal and gravestone repairs over the years. It would be a shame 
to see the effort and money expended so far, on these historic monuments, wasted 
for want of a few dollars available from time to time for maintenance. 

With this in mind, we are asking the Town to increase the appropriation for 
the perpetual care trust fund from $300.00 to $1,000. Obviously, $300.00 is far 
too low and will not generate enough interest to care for the graves. We are re- 
questing an appropriation this year and in the future until there is enough to ac- 
cumulate interest to maintain the graveyards into perpetuity. 

Six old graveyards throughout Town were brushed out and stones repaired this 
past year at a cost of $537.00.

Said lease to be for 99 years 
at $1.00 per year. In the event Post 113 ceases to operate or exist, all land, buildings, 
and improvements thereon shall revert back to the Town of New Durham. BY 
SELECTMEN. 


ARTICLE 18. Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:28, V and VI for an 
optional veterans’ exemption and an expanded qualifying war service for veterans 
seeking the exemption? The optional veterans’ exemption is $100, rather than $50. 
BY SELECTMEN (BALLOT VOTE REQUIRED) 


ARTICLE 19. Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:35, IV for an optional 
property tax exemption on residential property for a service-connected total disabili- 
ty? The optional disability exemption is $1,400, rather than $700. BY SELECT- 
MEN (BALLOT VOTE REQUIRED) 


ARTICLE 20. Shall we adopt the provisions of RSA 72:43-f for the adjusted 
elderly exemptions from property tax? These statutes provide for the following 
exemptions, based on assessed value, for qualified taxpayers: for a person 65 years 
of age up to 75 years, $10,000; for a person 75 years of age up to 80 years, $15,000; 
for a person 80 years of age or older, $20,000. To qualify, the person must have 
been a New Hampshire resident for at least 5 years; own the real estate individually 
or jointly, or if the real estate is owned by his spouse, they must have been mar- 
ried for at least 5 years. In addition, the taxpayer must have a net income of less 
than $10,000 or if married, a combined net income of less than $12,000, and own 
net assets of $30,000 or less, excluding the value of the person’s residence. 
BY SELECTMEN (BALLOT VOTE REQUIRED) 


ARTICLE 21. To see if the town is in favor of abolishing the Conservation Com- 
mission. BY PETITION. 


ARTICLE 22. To see if the town will vote to notify the Governor of the State 
of New Hampshire and New Hampshire State Legislators (House of Represen- 
tatives and Senate) that the residents of the Town of New Durham support the 
concept of a limited state sales tax of which at least seventy-five percent (75%) 
of the proceeds will be returned to New Hamphsire cities and towns for the pur- 
pose of property tax relief. BY PETITION. 


ARTICLE 23. To see if the town will vote to raise and appropriate such sums 
of money as may be necessary to defray the expenses of town government. 


ARTICLE 24. To hear reports of any standing committees.
